LONDON. Nov. 14.—(U P)—Prime 
Minister Neville Chamb erlain told 
the House of Commons today that 
the government was not contem­ 
plating transfer of any former Ger­ 
man colonies in Africa which are 
now under mandate to the B rit­ 
ish Empire. 
Germany recently renewed de­ 
mands for return of her pre-w ar 
colonies and there had b een indi­ 
cations that Great Britain was pre­ 
pared to make some kind of settle­ 
ment. After the wrar, the British 
took over German African terri­ 
tory in Southwest Africa,
